DOG LICENSES 


Dog Licenses are Due April 1st 


Vt. Statues - No. 3581. A person who keeps a dog more than 
four months old shall annually on or before April 1 cause it to be 
licensed for one year in the office of the clerk of the town where 
in such dog is kept, and shall cause it to wear a collar and attach 
thereto a license tag issued by the Town Clerk and shall pay for 
such license $2.00 for each male or spayed female dog and $6.00 
for each female dog. If the license fee for any dog is not paid as 
aforesaid, its owner may procure a license on or before May 15 
by paying a fee fifty per cent in excess of that otherwise re- 
quired. . 

No. 3574. Before a person shall be entitled to obtain a license for 
a spayed female dog, he shall exhibit to the town clerk a certifi- 
cate signed by a veterinarian showing such female has been spayed. 
No. 4003. A person may not obtain a license for a dog four 
months of age or older, unless he delivers to the town clerk a 
certificate or a certified copy thereof signed by a veterinarian 
stating that the dog has within thirty months been vaccinated 
against rabies, and unless the person certifies that the dog de- 
scribed is the dog to be licensed. 

No. 3549. The Selectmen of a town by ordinance may regulate 
the keeping of dogs and their running at large.
